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Senator Payne's New Tariff Bil 


History of the Measure and a 


Summary of Its Principal Pro- 
visions-The New Free List-- 
President Taf t's Fight. 


fir-After one of the bitterest and one 
of the most momentous legislative 
duels in the history of the national 
capital the tariff measure, the Payne 
bill, has been drafted. 


The progress of the bill through 


the legislative mill of both bouses 
was eventful enough to satisfy the 
most pronounced craver for parlia- 
mentary warfare. 
The real battle 


apened when the bill, "House Report 
1438." was received in the senate and 
referred to the committee on finance, 
April 10. Aldrich of Rhode Island. 
tbe leader of the senate, as chairman 
of the finance committee, subsequent- 
ly became chairman of the conference 
committee which was appointed to 
adjust the differences arising be- 
tween senate and house, and between 
both houses of congress and the pres- 
ident. 


The report of the conference com- 


mittee, which determined what would 
be the provisions of the Payne bill 
in its final form, was a victory 
for President Taft. He informed all 
of the conferees that hides must be 
placed on the free list, together with 
petroleum, crude and refined. 
They 


thereupon -decided to cut the Ding- 
ley tariff on hides to S per ceut. The 
president heard the news and sent 
trord that he had meant what be said 
about free hides. Tbe figures were 
then lowered to 7 per cenr. 
Xow 


Chairman Sereno Payne of the ways 
and means 
committee decided to 


demonstrate that his original bill, 
providing for free hides, should no 
longer be subjected to the emascula- 
Tory operations of the majority of 
the conferees. 
He announced that 


not even a 5 per cent duty on hides 
would be accepted by either himself 
or the house. 
"Without free hides 


this tariff 
bill will not pass the 


house," he was quoted as saying. 


The tariff came off hides instanter, 


and as quickly was oil put on the un- 
taxed schedule, together with gaso- 
line. benzine and n?phtha. 


The leather, rough lumber, print 


paper, coal and iron and gloves 
schedules ranked next in importance

""Tfhides come in free, the import- 
ant New England boot and shoe man- 
ufacturing interests would consent to 
a reduction of the tariff on their pro- 
ducts, otherwise they would continue 
to fight. The solving of the hides 
problem left it a simple matter to 
agree to lower duties on boots and 
shoes — the Dingley rate being 25 per 
cent. Saddlery and harness were cut 
to 40 per cent, as against the Dingley 
rate of 45 per cent. 


The president resorted to the un- 


usual method of sending a v ritten 
message to the conference committee 
demanding lower rales on lumber 
and gloves, than the Payne bill pro- 
vided. and be secured them. 


The president was subjected to se- 


verest pressure from both the upward 
and downward revisionists through- 
out. 
The upward revisionists told 


him that a reduction of duty on hides 
and 
leather 
manufactures 
would 


make the next congress Democratic. 
in which event they argued that Taft 
would not possibly be renominated 
for the presidency. The "downwards" 
told him that Roosevelt would surely 
be the next Republican candidate for 
president if the campaign promises 
for a downward revision were not 
fulfilled. 


The president had a highly difficult 


task also in pr<iser\ing his scheme 
for a corporation tax intact in the 
Payne bill. 
This feature is clearly 


tbe most unpopular one in the entire 
measure, so far as members of the 
senate and house were concerned. 
Many of the members argued -o the 
president that the tax as provided 
for was unoonsiisutional. Resolutions 
will be introduced 
in 
the larions 


state legislatures 
condemning 
the 


act and recommending its repeal, ac- 
cording to statements made i.y vari- 
ous conj-TCpfemen in Washington. 


The corporation tax of 1 per cent 


on the entire net income over and 
abox-f* SS.rton received by corporations 
from all sources, exclusive of certain 
Hems, must be paid on or before 
June 30 each year. Persons author- 
ized to make returns or statements to 
the government and who make re- 
turns or statements of a fraudulent 
nature are subject to a fine of SI. 000 
and imprisonment for one year. 


During the closing days of the 


tariff controversy, more than forty 
Republicans who had grievances of 
one sort or another against certain 
Of the provisions of the bill stated 
that they would vote against it. They 
bad ;t in their power to defeat vhe 
Be0' -re and force the president to 
call another special session >n Sep- 
tember or October. 
They had the 


party leaders plainly worried for a 
time, but the able peacemakers at 
th«» capital, including President Taft 
himself, succeeded in calming the 
ruffled waters.

Hon. Sereno EL Payne of Xe« York, 
who also had a part in framing the 
McKinley and Dingley acts. Actually 
it should perhaps be called the Payne- 
Aldrich bill, as the chairman of the 
senate finance committee nas had 
quite as much to do with dictating its 
final provisions as Mr. Payne. On this 
line of reasoning, however, there are 
those who insist that it should be 
called the Taft bill, as the hand of 
the president has been seen in all 
the moves that have shaped it from 
the days of the Republican national 
convection that nominated him and 
adopted a plank for tariff revision up 
until the hour of the final fight in 
conference committee, when the big 
man in the White House made his 
historic fight for free raw materials 
and for carrying out the promises of 
the party. 


It is the first time there has been a 


change of the tariff lav.'s in twelve 
years, the Dinsley act havin? gone 
into effect "ji 1S97. The inception of 
that law was strikingly like that of 
the present. In each case it was en- 
acted by an extra session of con- 
gress, called as the first act of an in- 
coming administration. 
More note- 


worthy still, tach of these extra ses- 
sions was called to meet on March 
15. tbe first one having been issued 
by William McKinley of Oh'io. the 
last by William Howard Taft of Ohio. 


Tbe agitation within the "Republi- 


can party for a revision of the Ding- 
ley act has gone on from the days of 
the "Iowa idea" until at last it culmi- 
nated in the plank in the last Repub- 
lican platform beginning: 


"The Republican party declares un- 


equivocally for a revision of the tar- 
iff by a specfal session of congress 
immediately following the inaugura- 
tion of the next president-" 


In his campaign on that platform 


3Ir. Taft construed this plank as 
meaning revision downward, a point 
that he insisted on in his speeches 
and finally clinched in his inaugural 
address when he said that conditions 
had so changed relative to tbe Ding- 
ley act that they "will permit the re- 
duction of rates in certain schedules 
and will require the advancement of 
£ew, if any^_^O^««e%6fetri«eu^^, 
litantially by the house bill, but was 
changed to actual revision upward by 
the senate bill. It was at this point 
that the president quietly but firmly 
injected himself into the_ fight in the 
conference between the two houses, 
the house standing behind him and 
forcing the senate to yield. The 
Payne bill in its present form is the 
result. 


The first tariff bill enacted in the 


United States was that of the First 
congress. The opening section of 
that bill stated that, in addition to 
securing money for the support of the 
government, the tariff was adopted 
for "the encouragement and protec- 
tion of manufactures." From that 
'time political parties of national 
scope have clashed on the issue o£ 
the tariff as to whether or not it 
should be more than "for revenue 
only." 


The expenses of the war of 1812 


necessitated a material increase in 
the tariff, but an adjustment occurred 
two years after the close of the war 
through an act prepared bv Henry 
Clay. 


A horizontal reduction of the tariff 


took place in 1833. Twelve years 
later, under Folk's administration, a 
bill drafted by Robert J. Walker, sec- 
retary of the treasury, was adopted, 
standing mildly for the protective 
policy. This bill lasted until JS57, 
whan a reduction to 20% per cent oc- 
curred on the average duties. Act- 
ually a free trade system, this low 
tariff proved adequate for all govern- 
ment needs until the outbreak of the 
ci\il war. when an increased income 
was necessitated. 


The Morrill act of 1861 increased 


duties about one-third, and the tax 
•was ecttended to include tea. coffee 
and sugar. Internal revenue was col- 
lected, beginning fn IS62. and two 
years later the duties were raised 50 
per cent for a period of ninety days. 


After a succession of tariff meas- 


ures to the war's close a cessation of I 
this form of legislative activity oc-. 
curred. But in 1870 and 1872 reduc- j 
tions w»re made down the 'ist. some I 
of which were restored in 1S74. mak-1 
ing the average duty 38% per cent. 
A tariff commission was appointed in 
1882 
which prepared a bill that was 


put on the statute books, lasting six 
years. It was at this time that James 
G. Blaine took a most active part in 
tariff discussions. It was in the early 
eighties that William R. Morrison of 
Illinois. Democratic chairman of ways 
and means, prepared his well known 
horizontal reduction of 20 per cent on 
all taxed products, which was de- 
feated. 


During Cleveland's first administra- 


tion the Mills bill was a powerful is- 
sue, and in 1888 the tariff fight re- 
sulted in the election of Benjamin 
Harrison to the pre«idency. HB stood 
for a high protective tariff. 
As a rz- 


stilt the McKinlfy bill -was enacted, 
putting the duties over the marks 
reached during th*» civil war. 


But the revulsion which followed 


resulted In the re-olectlon of Cleve 
land in 1892, with a TK-morra !<• con 


gr-aaax. Tfcea. resulted tne wuaoai ou»_ 
providing for wholesale red-actions, 
particularly as regarding In* and 
steel manufactures. It should be 
noted that tb* Dingley bill ia 1897 
retained practically the inta and 
•teel duties laid down in th* Wilson 
measure. 


Though William 
McKinley was 


elected on the financial issue in 1896, 
his first act after being swora in as 
president was the calling of an extra 
session of congress to repeal the 
Wilson-Gorman tariff bill. The result 
of that session was the Dingley law. 
named for its author. Nelson Dingley. 
Jr.. of Maine, which put the sched- 
ules practically back on the McKin- 
ley basis.

The bsit marks a distinct departure! 


in that it provides for a corporation] 
tax and a court of customs. The cor-J 
poration tax, -while yielding a large 
amount of revenue, is primarily de- 
sie«-ca *or^iie POEDOSO. oL govemmen-j 
tal regulation of corporations, and it 
•will have this effect. 


The fact that the amount of the tax 


to be assessed "was lowered from 2 
per cent to 1 per cent is considered 
by_the members of congress to evi- 
dence clearly that the bill has regula- 
tion for its object and not merely 
revenue. 


The customs court of appeals will 


j further centralize the national gov- 


ernment, and it will place the intri- 
cate "and technical cases as to the 
construction of the law and the facts 
respecting classification of merchan- 
dise and rate of duty under the juris- 
diction of men who are specialists in 
this line. There is no appeal from 
this court, which will sit in Washing- 
ton and the members of which will 
be appointed by the presides?. 


For the purposes of the operation 


of this court the country has been 
divided into nine 
customs judicial 


districts. 


While many items in the bill show- 


revision downward, it will as a whole 
provide for an increased 
revenue 


continuing in general effect the Re- 
publican policy of protection. 


Governmental measures of retalia- 


tion against countries which do not 
make tariff concessions to the United 
States are amply provided for. Maxi- 
mum and minimum provisions enable 
a higher rate of tax to be imposed on 
the products of these countries than 
would ordinarily have been the case. 


The creation of a commission to 


look into the question of the tariff 
from a nonpartisan viewpoint is an 
innovation that has been suggested 
for many years. It is generally looked 
on as a move toward "taking the 
tariff ont of politics." 


A policy long ago estalished by 


tariff makers in this country is re- 
tained in tbe new measure. It is the 
imposing of particularly heavy duties 
on luxuries. 


The "drawback" provisions are in- 


dicative of a more kind hearted gov- 
ernmental attitude than 
had been 


considered probable. 
In 
brief, 
a 


drawback is a refund of duty moneys 
paid on material imported into this 
countrywbich is used in the manufac- 
ture of articles which are themselves 
exported from this coantry- 


The guiding spirit in the formula- 


tion of the provisions of the new- 
measure has been one to fix duties 
that do not necessarily encourage for- 
eign importation, but that render it 
impossible for a combination of capi- 
tal in any given line to raise prices 
above those that now exist and to 
prevent them in general from being 
further raised. 
President Taft has 


taken particular pains to point ont 
this circumstance. Competition that 
existed when the Dingley bill was 
enacted has been wiped ont by the 
consolidation of companies and the 
combination of interests. President 
Taft renders the opinion that the 
Payne tariff bill will In large measure 
restore the possibility of successful
